CRITTENDEN’S DEPOSITION. 


He Had Other Reasons Than the Grand Jury 
Report for Finney’s Removal.

JEFFERSON CITY, MO., §May 28.—The depo- 
sion of Governor Crittenden in.the Finney case 
was taken before Notary Engleton this 
morning. The Governor’ stated that 
he addressed an official commu- 
nication to Finney, Mareh 2, stating 
that his resignation, if tendered, would be ac- 
cepted. Puior to that date I saw and read the 
report of the Grand Jury in the Post-DIis- 
PATCH. Am not required by law to give the 


cause of removal, but am _ willing to 
state that there were and are other charges in 
my Office against Finney sufiicient to have 
caused his removal,and the Grand Jury report 
was not the full and exciting cause of his re- 
moval. 

I had it under contemplation before the Grand 
Jury made its report, and would have removed 
him for reagons then known to me if it had not 
reported, I was not required by 
law to furnish Finney with any copies of papers 
or notice of charges against him which I had, 
or give him any reasons for his removal, other 
than those set upin my lettér of March 5, 
which is as follows: 

Srr: By virtue of. the authority invested in 
me by section 2, chapter 6, tof the Revised Sta- 
utes of Missouri, you are hereby removed 
from office as a member of the Board of Police 
Commissioners of St. Louis. This ended the 
case.

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COM. NUTT DEAD. 


Incidents in the Career of the Well- 
Known Dwarf. 
From the New York Sun, 26th. 

Commodore Nutt died at ten minutes past 
5 yesterday morning in the Anthony House, 
Broadway, above Twelfth street. He had been 
ailing for several months past, but had sup- 
posed his troubles to come from rheumatism. 
About three months ago he organized’ the 
Tally Ho Company, to play light operettas,and 
started on a trip through the interior of the 
State. Afterfplaying about four weeks he 
disbanded the company and returned to the 
city. He became worse, and for.the last ejght 
weeks was confined to his bed. Last Monday 
Prof. Loomis was called in, and he pro- 
nounced him to be in the last stages of 
Bright’s disease. He was 37 years of age on 
April 1 last. He was born near Manchester, 
Vt., to which city his remains will be taken 
to-morrow. His full name was George Wash- 
ington Morrison Nutt. 

Prof. Hutchins, the lightning calculator, 
said yesterday: “‘He was an old friena of 
mine, and the smartest little fellow in the 
business. He could sing and dance well and 
was a good character actor. He was the star 
performer of liliputian opera. I remember 
well when Barnum first brought him out. 
The Commodore’s father wasa big six-foot 
farmer, Weighing 270 pounds, and his mother 
was a woman of average size. Barnum heard 
of him and in 1860 engaged him for his Mu- 
seum. The Commodore was then about 
thirty inches tall and was known as Barnum’s 
$30,000 Nutt. He was a smart little fellow,and 
when the living skeleton or the fat woman 
tried to twit him about the way Tom Thumb 
cut him out he shat them up 
mighty quick. You see. Lavinia and Min- 
nie Warren were in the :luseum at the same 
time. The Commodore took a greut fancy to 
Lavvy. Tom Thumb liked her too, but he 
was rather backward, while the Commodore 
used totalk up. But Tom Thumb was smart, 
andsohe goes to Barnum, and, savs he, 
‘Oldman, I’d like to marry Lavvy Warren, 
and if you’ll belp me to get her I’ll be mar- 
riedin public.? That caught Barnum, and 
Tom Thumb and Lavvy had a big wedding in 
Grace Church. The Commodore was mad as 
hops, but he wasn’t going to turn his back on 
agood engagement, and so he went abroad 
with Tom Thumb and the Warrens, and 
made the tour of the world withthem. He 
stayed -with them when they got back for 
many years, but after a while he began 
traveling with side shows, and then got into 
the liliputian opera business, and afterwards 
into saloon keeping. 

Col. Goshen, the giant, was affected by the 
news. *He has killed me many a time,” he 
said. ‘*You know I used to be the giant and 
he Jack the giant killer. Sometimes we would 
change the parts, and he would play the giant 
and 1 would kill bim. Most giants and dwarfs 
are alike in one thing. The dwarfs don’t scem 
to have room for furniture, and the giants are 
like six and seven story houses—nothing 
muchinthetop. Butthe Commodore was 
quick and sharp. Poor little fellow, he did 
himself harm by getting to be a sortof sport- 
ing man. Iwill never, forget the trick he 
plaved me out in Terre Haute some four 
vears ago. We were traveling together in an 
opera company,and a big house bad beensold. 
The Commodore started on a little racket,and 
the manager got scared. ‘Colonel,’ says he 
to me, ‘I’m afraid the Commodore won’t come 
to time for the porformance to-night.’, ‘1 
will see to that,’”? says I, and I just picked 
him up and carried him up stairs, and locked 
himinaroom. Whenl went up after him 
in the evening, there he was, as drunk asa 
lord, and I had the key of the room in my 
pocket all the time. When he saw me he 
put on a comic look and began to sing: 


‘‘1’m Timothy Tottle, 
I’m fond of my bottle. 


“That’s a songz he used to sing, and I 
couldn’t help but laugh for the life of me. 
You see, he had slipped some money under 
the door to the hall-boy, and got him to bring 
him up some liquor andaclay pipe. The 
boy put the pipestem through the kevhole 
and the Commodore stood on his toes and 
got all the whisky he wanted without having 
the door opened. Finally he quit the busi- 
ness, and started a concert saloon in Salem, 
Oregon, but got into trouble withthe author- 
ities. He tried it again in San Francisco and 
againin Deadwood City. But he was too 
little a man to keep things orderly, and at 
each place there was so much trouble 
that the police broke him up. 
He had a similar saloon up 
town on Sixth avenue for a while, but had no 
better success. Last summer he was a depu- 
ty superintendent at the Rockaway pier, 
rigged out in a Commodore’s shit. The Com- 
modore was fond of bluff occasionally. « Says 
be to me once: ‘Colonel, I slugged a fellow 
the other dayand knocked him into the 
water.’ ‘Well, how high was he, Commo- 
dore?’ says I. ‘Well, about six feet,’ savs he, 
and he three feet and seven inches high!’ 

The Commodore has commanded as much 
as $150 a week salary, and made a good deal 
of money, but his unsuccessful business ven- 
tures are believed to have cost hima great 
deal. About two and a half years ago he 
married Miss Lillian Elstar at Redwood, Cal. 
Mrs. Nuttis a small woman, but is a great 
deal taller than her husband was.

‘This 
body pepones to erect a monument near the 
suppose ve of Morgan at Batavia, and the 
sum of $1,000 has been raised for the purpose 
The best opinion, we believe, is that the re- 
mains of Morgan were never recovered, and 
that the body said to be his was that of one 
Timothy Monroe, an obscure person to whom 
nobody except his own family ever thought 
of erecting even the shortest of monuments. 
At any rate, Morgan’s or Monroe’s, the loca- 
tion of the body is unknown. It seems a little 
odd that the Anti-Masons, inthe full flush of 
their short-lived prosperity as a party, did not 
think of ree ae marking the grave, that is 
it they believed that Morgan’s bones were in 
it. He was hardly aman entitled to monu- 
mental distinction on account of his virtues 
public or private; but it is possible that he 
may be talked about and _ writ- 
ten about when much worthier 
ersons are absolutely forgotten. 
here seems, therefore, the less necessity for 
giving bim amonument. His book, which 
made so much noise, was probably written 
and published for the sake of making money 
—nobody ever said, we believe, that he was 
actuated by a high moral purpose. How 
many Anti-Masons there are left in the Uni- 
ted States we do not know; but whether the 
number be greater or smaller, 1t has ceased 
to be a political element. The proposal to put 
up a monument to Morgan will hardly revive 
it- -certainlv not at Batavia, where the legend 
we might suppose, would linger longest, and 
where, we are told, there is great indifference 
upon the subject because “it is not believed 
there that the body buried in the cemetery 
was that of Morgan.’’

Novel and Original Entertainment by 
Members of a Colored Church.

The entertainment was novel and original 
and worthy of the Suez Canal projectors.

A figure of an hour- 
glass suspended over the pulpit, and above it 
the word *‘Eternity’’ was printed, with the 
inquiry tersely put,-‘‘How shall [ speud it?” 
At 9 o’clock the sexton appeared with a for- 
midable hammer for the demolition of the 
jugs. While the congregation were waiting 
for the vessels to be smashed the secretary 
said a pie would soon be brought over with 
three live canaries imprisoned inits subter- 
ranean department. At9:15 mostof the be- 
lated jug holders had arrived and deposited 
their wares on tlhetables. The scene in that 
part of the room was mostly antique pottery 
not unlike the stoneware bazaars ef Alexan- 
dropol, where American jugs lend an ancient 
and picturesque air to those sidewalk booths. 
Babies were wheeled down the aisles of the 
lecture room by their fond mammas; bright 
juvenile shavers in checked frocks sang 
quaint little ditties as they pushed _ their 
way among their elder sisters in high. heel- 
ed shoes and tight, circulation-stopping 
dresses, 

“Mr. Johnson, here is vour jug,’ beean 
the master of ceremonies. A _ breathless 
silence followed. ‘‘l am going to dislocate 
the jug’s nose with this hammer.’’ Not a 
muscle moved, not a lip quivered, and, with 
a remorseless, unerring blow of the big ham- 
mer, the superintendent smashed the jug into 
a hundred pieces. “Twodollars and thirty- 
eight cents to Brother Johnson. Mr. Secre- 
tarv, please record it.’’ The secretary did 
so, and the smashing of jugs wenton to the 
end of the feast.”” Every time the hammer 
came down on the jug the noise was exactly 
such as one hears when Professor Marsh 
caves in the petrified skulls of the Devonian 
Age at the Yale College laboratory. The bro- 
ken jugs were thrown into a box near the 
pulpit, and the money carefully salted down 
ina stout linen bag. The parson, who was 
closely scrutinizing the proceeding, began to 
breath quite freely as the bag filled up.. The 
deacon congratulated him on the outlook, 
and presentiv the young colored swells, who 
had cautiously remained outside the cbhureh 
to avoid undue assessments, began to file into 
the sacred edifice and make themselves quite 
at home, much to the satisfaction of the dus- 
ky belles in high heeled shoes, who kept their 
eyes glued in the direction of the ice cream.

ARCTIC TELE GRAPHY. 


The Proposed Scheme Shown to Be One 
tterly lmpracticable. 
New York Special. Dispatch to Cincinnati Gazette. 


Wide circulation haS’’recently been given in 
the newspapers to a suggestion made by Mr. 
Jas. Gamble, Superintendent of the Western 
Union Telegraph Lines on the Pacific Coast, 
that the electric telegraph be used to maintain 
communication between Arctic sledge parties 
and their base ofsupplies. Mr. George Ien- 
nan, of Washington, D. C., and an attache at 
that point of the New York Associated Press 
Bureau, replies in the Herald to-day to Mr. 
Gamble’s suggestions Mr. Kennan is an 
Ohioan, a native of Norwalk. For seyeral 
vears he was employed in the Western Union 
Telegraph Company’s Cincinnati office, and is 
extensively known throughout the country in 
scientific and telegraphic circles, and was one 
of the electricians sent to Siberia in 1860 to 
survey the route of the Be ypoeee overland 
telegraph at a time when the successful work- 
ing of ocean cables was deemed impracticable. 
He remained in that desolate country nearly 
two years, and is therefore an excellent au- 
thority on the subject at issue. 

After quoting Mr. Gamble’s proposition 
that each party be equipped with a quantity 
of light steel wire, weighing twenty pounds 
to the mile, to be unreeled on the snow from 
a moving sledge, just as acable 1s laid from 
an ocean steamer, Mr. Kennan says: 

It is, to say the least, very doubtful 
whether a steel wire of No. 20 guage could be 
unreeled from a sledge fn a temperature of 
fifty degrees below zero without snapping at 
every turn of the reel. Admitting, however, 
for the sake of argument that the wire could 
be laid, and spliced in temperatures, which 
render metal almost as brittle as glass, there 
still remains the pertinent inquiry, ‘“*How 
would you carry wire enough :to be ofany 
use without crippling vour party by curtail- 
ing its supply of food? It is and should be 
the aim of every Arctic sledge party to ex- 
tend the field of its explorations as far as pos- 
sible from its base of supplies. In order to 
do this it must carry the largest possible 

quantity of focd “and the smallest possible 
quantity of camp equipage and baggage. 
The extreme capacity of «a ten dog sledge is 
about 1,000 pounds. If this capacity is en- 
tirely given up to food the sledge can remain 
in the field thirty-five or forty days, and 
travel (on land) from 600 to 1,000 miles, ac- 
cording to the condition of the snow. Justin 
proportion, however, a8 you substitute camp 
equipage or telegraph wire, or dead weight 
of any kind for food in making up your 
sledge load,.you shorten the time that vou 
can remain in the field and the distance you 
can cover. One mile of such wire as that 
suggested by Mr. Gamble is just equivalent 
in weight to a day’ssupply of food for a team 
of ten dogs. If you leave the wire and take 
food, you can make a aay’siourney more: if 
you leave the food and take the wire, you 
will make a day’s journey less. In other 
words, for every mile of wire carried twenty 
pounds of food which might otherwise be 
taken must be left behind, and twenty-tive or 
thirty miles of distance which might other- 
wise be made must be left untraveled. I 
think even the autbor of the suggestion under 
consideration must admit that twenty-five or 
thirty miles decrease in the distance traveled 
for every mile of wire carried isa high price 
to pay for telegraphic communication.  [f it 
were possible forjan Arciic expedition to ob- 
tain an outfit of twenty or thirty sledges and 
200 or 300 dogs, of course 100 miles of wire 
might be carried with less proportionate sac- 
ritice of other things, but this is not practica- 
ble. 1 have not thought it necessary to refer 
tothe accidents which might, and probably 
would happen to a wire laid out over a sea of 
ice, such as breakages resulting from move- 
ments of the pack and ‘‘grounds” eaused by 
the opening of lanes of water. ‘The objection 
founded upon the inadequacy of the existing 
transportation facilities is, of itself, fatal to 
Mr. Gamble’s plan. His Arctic telegraph 
line is as impracticable as the ‘‘steam sledge”’ 
recently brought to the attention of the Navy 
Department in connection withthe search for 
the Jeannette. 


Swift’s Lonesome. Little Comet.

That 
inveterate comet-seeker, Prof. Swift, suc- 
ceeded on the first day of May in picking up 
an intinitesimal member of the family, too 
small to be seen in anything Iess than a pow- 
erful telescope. No other observer has thus 
far had at peep at the stranger,and there 
seems to be little probability of its growth 
into one of those monstrous prodigies, span- 
ning the heavens, that a few centuries ago 
were such frightful omens of evil to those 
who witnessed them. The comet that made 
its appearance May morning will probably do 
little harm to our planet. Itseems to be a 
bearer of good fortune instead of a prophet 
of a disaster,for the discovery will win a 
prize of $200, as well as a gold medal. Comets 
must hurry their footsteps to make 
this a comet year. More than 
one-third of the “ereat vear”? 
188], as the astrologers call it, has already 
slipped away with only one tiny comet re- 
corded onits annals. Prizes of 3200 each are 
in readiness for seven more comets to be dis- 
covered before the year fulfills its course. 
These astronomical tid bits are therefore 
more earnestly desired by comet-seekers than 
they are dreaded by those whose superstitious 
fears regard them as heralds of destruction. 
The nineteenth century chronicles the advent 
of two superb comets—that of 1858, or Donati’s 
comet, and that of 1861. According to the 
law of averages, we can hardly expect again 
visits from such distinguished members of the 
family before the century closes. But we 
shall seé as time passes what the future has 
in store, for nothing is more tncertain than 
the advent of these mysterious strangers, and

when we least expect it. There are but two 
things to fear—a great comet plunging head- 
long into the sun, or ome coming into collision 
withthe earth.

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RICKERT’S TRIAL. 


The Taking of Testimony Concluded in the 
Criminal Court This Morning. 


The taking of testimonyin the case of Ed- 
ward B. Rickert, who shot and killed Mrs. 
Selina Wilson last November at No..713 Chest- 
nut street, was concluded at 11 o'clock this 
morning. When Court met the defendant 
took the stand and testified that the dead wo- 
man’s brother-in-law had told him he was 
going to a ball Thanksgiving eve, and 
feared meeting a man named Cvug- 
who would probably attack him 
and said he was going to take his revolver with 
him. The witness said he then borrowed a re- 


volver, and when he went intothe house he 
bad some conversation with Mrs. Wilson, and 
wasat the sametime handling the revolver 
which accidentally discharged. Mr.«Torrey 
gested the case here. 

Ofticer Kickham was recalled. He testified 
that he had been present at aconversation be. 
tween Rickert and Mrs. Wilson, and did not 
hear Rickert use the word ‘‘intentional.’’ He 
did not use the word on the way to the station 
house when witness attempted to arrest him. 
The day following the shooting Rickert putghis 
hand into his inside coat pocket where witness 
afterwards seached and found a revolver. A 
revolver similar tothe one Rickert used was 
giventhe witness who explained its move- 
ments. 

Mr. Jay L. Torrey, Rickert’s attorney, then 
asked to be allowed to place another witness 
on the stand, as he had closed the case prema- 
turely. The Court decided to allow them to 
place Mr. Botto Anelli’s bar-keeper on the 
stand. Hesaid: Last Thanksgiving Day | was 
tending barat Seventh and Chestnut street. 
Mr. Miller, a brother-in-law of the woman 
| Rickert killed and Qickert were there. 
Miller SA he intendéa to go to 
Fisher’s bali that evening and expected 
trouble with a man Named Butch and intended 
totake a revolver. Rickert said he was going 
with Mrs. Wilson andin that case he woul 
take a revolver with him. He did not know 
what Butch was meant. The cross examina- 
tion elicited nothing. The defense here rested 
its case. 

Sergeant Hall was recalled and he teatified 
that Rickert had said nothing about the shoot. 
ing being intentional in conversation with Mrs. 
Wilson onthe way to the station house or 
there. 

Coroner Frank testified as to the direction,of 
the fatal wound. A recess was taken to com- 
pure the notes with the short-hand reporters 
tor the benetit of the jury. 

Shortly before noon arguments were begun 
in the Rickert murdertrial. Mr. Jay Torrey 
opened for the detense. Kecess was taken at ! 
o’clock. The case will be given to the jury this 
afternoon. The drawings of the scene ot the 
shooting were the work of Mr. A. L, Mills, the 
well known architect. The explanations were 
greatly facilitated by the use of the plat, 
which was placed in front of the furors.

Mahgasar Mangasarian Talks 


About His People. 


‘His Views of Missions, Missionaries, 


America and Armenian Women. 


/ 

Rev. Mangasar M. Mangasarian, a native 
Armenian minister, arrived in the city yes- 
terday and will speak &t. Dr Ganse’s 
Church to-morrow. <A PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter met the gentleman this morning and 
had atalk with him abouthis people. Heis 
of medium stature, slightly built, his color 
almost that of copper and his 
hair and eyes coal black. He has 
an intelligent and cultivated face and a high 
and intellectual! forehead. Rev. Mangasarian 
speaks English fluently and correctly. He is 
wellreadin American literature andjhistory, 
and takes great interest in America and. her 
institutions. He was educated at Robert Col- 
lege, Constantinople, which is an American 
institution, and here acquired his knowledge 
of English. For three years he was an ordained 
Christian pastor at Marsovan, Turkey, and 
had charge of achurch numbering 800 people. 


He is nowa student at Princeton College, | 


comes in search of further 
theological and general knowledge. He will 
remain at the college about two years. His 
present trip throughout the West has been 
taken with a view to making the cause of his 


whence he 


country better known and 
the people. of America an insight 
into the needs of the Armenians. 

He is very anxious to get back to his people. 
When asked about the chance oi converting 
Armenia, he answered, ‘‘There is every 
chance. The people are anxious for relig- 
ion, and they embrace it readily, even in the 
face of persecution.’’ 

‘To what denomination do you belong?” 

‘‘We are Congregationalists, because the 
American Board is a Congregational institu- 
tion, but, in reality, we lean much towards 
Presbyterianism.’’ 

‘*Why is this?’’ 

‘*Principally because Congregationalism is 
too joose, too unfixed, to thrive in Turkey. We 
have Our sessions, our Bishops, and in many 
other ways have our Presbyteries. The 
fonr American missionaries in Mor- 
sovan are sent out by Congregational 
sources, but they see and bend to the strength 
of this influence. 

‘*Is the Church growing rapidly?’’ 

‘‘Well, yes. There is great reason for hope, 
although there is also ground for doubt. 
In Marache, forinstance, the most ignorant 
cityin Turkey, there are four Evangelicat 
churches and a great number of converts. In 
Constantinople, wherethe people are more 
intelligent, the spread of the Gospe! is very 
slow and very circumscribed. My people in 
Marsovan are thoroughly in earnest. They 
have ralsed the noney to send me out here to 
perfect my education. There is a theological

They 
arein many cases lead upon by ignorant 
enthusiasnm and! have tears forthe stability 
of this conversion.’’ 

‘*Are there many missionaries in your city?'’ 

Yes. Entirely too many. Thereis really no 
further need for sending themthere, andI 
wish it could be stopped. They munopolise all 
places, take charge of everything, control 
every piace and leave us nothing but the men- 
ial work to do. We do not wish to 
be servants forever. The right way to 
evangelize Armenia is by use of its own sons. 
There ere plenty of ustodothe work and we 
ought to be allowed to doit. No doubt these 
missionaries cause great expense tothe Aineri- 
can people, and tne fact that they can be dis- 
yvensed with ought to be more widely 
cnown. Again, as fur as ability 
is concerned, the men that come to us are very 
interior. I wish the mattercould be left in our 
hands. Foreigners will never be suecesatul 
with our people. The Free ,Churchia Italy is 
of the same opinion about mission- 
aries, and Fatber Gavazzi deciares 
that he makes it his object 
to work with them as little as possible. We 
are beginning to do the same.’'

He hasan easy grace 
of presence and a polished tongue, his man- 
ners being of an agreeable and impressionable 
character. In-every Yrespect he is a social 
enigma, for there are no outward signs of the 
base passions forming the under-current 
which possesses the mastery over this remark- 
able man. 

Mayfield would seem to revel in defying law, 
order and authority, and hitherto he has 
been successful. Notlong since after a pro- 
tracted search the authorities in the country 
district of Knox caught up with him and he 
was lodged in jail. As soon as he found him- 
self behind the bars he gathered his wits to- 
vether to devise some meansof escape. A 
keen observer of men and things, 
he detected the susceptibility of 
the jailor who admitted Mayfield’s young and 
pretty wife to her husband’s cell every morn- 
ing during visiting hours. The jailor became 
infatuated with the woman’s beauty and 
grace and lost no opportunity to pay her little 
attentions and courtesies, passing within and 
without the jail. If she brought her husband 
flowers or delicacies he would ask her to be- 
stow a share upon the jailor, andin this way 
the acquaintance was improved with 
ihe assent of the prisoner. 
At length he boldly proposed to his wife that 
she should make a sacrifice for him, and en- 
ter into ascheme by which he could escape. 
The woman hesitated; but it was the ap- 
peal of her husband, and she could not resist 
it. Few wives have been placed in a more 
trving situation. Her husband’s design was 
to take advantage Of the jailor’s weakness by 
encouraging his attentions, and, at an oppor- 
tune moment, to place him under the influence 
ofa drug. The following dav the jailor in- 
vited his prisoner’s wife to his private apart- 
ments where he had prepared a little 
luncheon and a bottle of fizz. The lady came 
prepared with a handkerchief-dose of chloro- 
form. She accepted the hospitality of the 
jailor who became quite contidential behind 
the curtains of his studio, for he was some- 
what of an artist, and he remarked in his ad- 
miration for the human form divine that the 
county possessed no fairer specimen than 
Mrs. Mavtield. Suggesting that his amateur 
art studies were always entirely from the 
nude the jailor ventured to ask Mrs. Mav- 
tield to pose for him and he was gratified bv 
her blushing consent. The lady commenced 
to disrobe in the presence of the jailor, whose 
love for the beautiful and the true, 
however. led him bevond the _§art- 
limit of *° delicacy and propriety. 
This was the fair conspirator’s opportunity 
andijshe piaced the -drugged handkerchief 
underthe jailor’s nostrils. It had the de- 
sired effect, for he fell at her feet uncon- 
scious. To remove the keys from his pocket 
and release her husband from his cell across 
the yard was but the work of a few moments. 

‘ Mavfield passed out and crossed the river 
thatafterneon, evading all the efforts made 
to recapture him, He was heard of 
in the neighborhood of Milwaukee, 
and upon information reaching the U. S. 
Marshal's oftice here .to that effect Deputy 
Geggie took the next train for the North- 
west. He succeeded in finding Mayfield and 
brought him down here. The prisoner ex- 
pressed some chagrin at being nabbed again, 
but said that luck would favor him: there 
was no danger of his remaining long behind 
bars. His narrative of his past career 
contains a great deal that could _ not 
be published with due regard to decency. He 
boasts of having dishonored the young sister 
of his wife. and of accomplishing the ruin of 
other girls inthe country. When smiles and 
compliments did not avail he resorted to 
whipping, and the extreme course never 
failed. He says that he made a specialty of 
attending church sociables and festivals, river 
picnies, etc. From those sources he selected 
his victiys, ana it Was Only a question of time 
to calry out his designs. The United States 
OMters consider Mayfield one of the most 
remarkable prisoners that the country dis- 
tricts have ever furnished, and his photo 
shoujd assuredly adorn the Rogues’ Gallery.

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HUMAN PINCUSHIONS. 


How Needles and Pins Work In and Out 
of the Body. 
From the London Lancet. 

Hildanus related an instance of a woman 
who swallowed several pins and passed them 
six years afterwards; but a more remarka- 
bie instance of prolonged detention was re- 
corded by Stephenson, 6f Detroit—that of a 
lady, aged 75, who last year passed, after 
some months’symptoms of visical irritation, 
a pinshe bad swalluwed while picking her 
teeth with it in the vear 1835—42 previously. 
Mr. Silvy recorded some’ vears ago the case 
of a woman Who bad a penchant for pins and 
needles so strong that she made them, in ef- 
fect, part of her daily diet,and after her 
death 1,400 or 1,500 wefe removed from ya- 
rious parts of her body. Another case al- 
most as striking bas been recorded by Dr. 
Gillette, that of a girl in ‘whom, from time to 
time, needles were found beneath the skin, 
which they perforated, and were removed by 
the fingers or forceps. Concerning the way in 
which they had gotinto her system no infor- 
mation could be extracted from her. She 
was carefully watched, and in the course of 
eighteen months no less than 520 needles were 
extracted, all being of the same size. The 
largest number which eseaped in a single day 
Was sixty-one. A curious phenomenon pre- 
ceded the escape of each: needie, for some 
hours the pain was severe, and there was 
considerable fever. She then felt a sharp 

ain, like lightning in the tissues, and on 
at I at the place at which this pain bad 


been felt the head of the needle was generally - 


found projecting. The needles invariably 
came out headforemost. No bleeding was oc- 
casioned, and not the Jeast trace of inflamma- 
tion followed. The doctorin attendance ex- 


tracted 318. That little weight 1s to be at-. 


tached tothe plaee at which the needles escape 
as proof of their mode of introduction is evi- 
dent from acase recorded by Villars of a girl 
who swallowed a large number of pins and 
needles, and two years afterward, during: a 
period of nine months, 200 passed out of the 
band, arm, axilla, side of thorax, abdomen 
and thigh, all on the left-side. The pins, cu- 
rivusivy, escaped more readily and with less 
pain than the needles. Many yeurs ago a case 
was recorded by Dr. Otte of Copenhagen, in 
which 495 needies passed through the skin 
of a hysterical girl, who had probably swal- 
lowed them during a hysterical paroxysm; 
but these all emerged in regions below the 
level of the diaphragm and were collected in 
groups, which gave rise to inflammatory 
swellings of some size. One of these con- 
tained 100 needles. Quite recently Dr. Big- 
er described before the Society of Surgery of 
Dubiin a case in Which more than 300 needles 
were removed from the body of a woman who 
died in consequence of their presence. Itis 
very remarkable in how few cases the needles 
were the cause of death, dnd how slight an 
interference with function their presence and 
movement cause. ’ 


The Telegraph and the Bible. 
From the New York World, May 24 .- 


A remarkable feat of telegraphy was per- 
formed on Friday night for the benefit of the 
Chicago press. The first instalment of the 
revised New Testament, filling thirty-three 
columns of a morning newspaper, and com- 
prising twenty-eight chapters of St. Mat- 
thew, sixteen of St. Mark, seven of St. Luke 
and five of St. John, was telegraphed in 83,- 
715 words from this city to Chicago 
by the Western Union on twenty-one 
wires. Seven hours suffleed for the 
transmission. On‘ Saturday§ afternoon the 
Acts of the Apostles were put on seventeen 
wires for the transmission of the 23,000 odd 
words contained therein, and the Epistie to 
the Romans followed. It was expected that 
by the time these were received the New 
Testaments would have reached Chicago b 
mail, when the remaining 60,v00 words woul 
be put intype and the whole appear in Sun- 
day’s papers. The rest of the country will

The Greek Piavaut Harvard—Wary Aue 
dersen’s Sweet heayt— Music Notes.

BOSTON, May 28, 1581.—The performance 
ofthe Greek play, *“<Edipus Tyrannus,’ by 
Harvard men, of which I wrote you last 
week, went off with wonderful eclut, the ap- 
plause and unstinted praise of the entire cir- 
cle of literary and classical authorities in and 
about Boston having been lavished upon the 
Whole affair, and particulariy upon the sue- 
cess of Mr. George Riddle, the young Profes- 
sor of Elocution at Harvard, who although 
he has had congiderable experience on the 
boards as an actor is now but twenty- 
eight vears old. The 500 lines of Greek which 
he was called upon to learnand speak was no 
light task, Lut his success and that of the 
entire performance which he man- 
aged throughout reflects the very 
highest credit on this young’ gen- 
tleman, who, be it said by the way, 
is currently reported to be the affiance of 
Miss Mary Anderson, , 

The audiences which filled the elegant lit- 
tle sanders Theater on the occasion of the 
three performances of Sophocles’ famous old 
tragedy were the most ‘‘toney” of.any that 
have been seen at a theatrical performance in 
this region fora longtime. Itis not the cus- 
tom but decidedly the exception in Boston 


for ladies to go to the theater or even the 
opera, in full dress. Bonnets are worn ex- 
cept in a few instances, though they are 
sometimes only exquisite little hbead-dress 
soit of affairs. Butatthe Sanders Theater 
the auditorium was fairly brilliant with the 
flash of diamonds, the radiance of fair com- 
plexions, shining bair and bright 
eves, with the rainbow tints of 
speeny silks and satins and_éi=rich 
costumes of all materials.

How could the time be better 
employee “Sian in availing ourselves of the 
opportunity of ae the succulent bi- 
valves at nothing a dozen and with the bub- 
bleson?

Regular bed oysters anit 
the formation in which they are deposited 
is iron ore, though not of a rich kind. These 
bear a remarkable resemblance to the Amer- 
ican blue points, both in flavor and general 
appearance. Unfortunately it is seldom that 
on, gets any of them. They are no “free 
dredgers” in the Gambia, and an oyster is 
simply an oyster. 


PROHIBITION. 


How the Thing Works in the State of 
Kansas. 
Topeka Letter tothe Boston Herald. 

In many places there is no pretense at ob- 
serving the law. Among these is Dodge 
City, a creat center of the cattle trade. About 
all the councilmen and the policemen run 
saloons; their enforcement of the law may be 
imagined. Indeed, it would not be sale for 
them, even were tbey so inclined. Doitve 
City is the roughest town in the state, and 
should a cow boy enter a saloon and be of- 
fered lemonade when he asks for whisky, his 
reply wou.d be apt to bea pistol-shot. The 
law is also not regarded in, the most of the 
Missouri river towns, and in Leavenworth 
thereis ataik of a compromise between the 
Probibitionists and the Liberals, so as to al- 
low the sale of beer and light wines. Towa 
bas a prohibitory constitutional amendment, 
like Kansas, but the law interpreting it al- 
lows the sale of beer and native wines. 
Among the eurlosities of hquor legislation is 
the Oregon law, which, for § licenses men 
to drink. 

The amendment to the constitution was 
only adopted by a majority of 7,000. It was 
voted upon at the November election, and 
there were about 35,000 who voted for ecandi- 
dates, but did not vote upon the amend- 
ment. The ballots were prepared in a man- 
ner legal in Kansas, but of questionable 
propriety, so that manv votes, especially 
those who could not read, Were not clear as 
to how they were voc‘ing. It was claimed by 
able lawyers that, under the cireumstances, 
the amendment was not lexally adopted, but 
the Supreme Court decided otterwise. 

The Legislature of this last winter, there- 
fore, pussed the prohibitory law to carry the 
amendment into effect. Many were averse to 
the law; but, being politicians, were dra- 
gooned into compliance. When the opposi- 
tion found the Prohibitionists were bound to 
go to extremes, Many ostensibly becume con- 
verted and bent their energies to fasten the 
strictest provisions upon the bill in order to 
make it thoroughly ridiculous, The Radicals 
were not right enough to see the ;ane until 
too late. The chief diversion amoug the leg- 
islators during the winter was to spend their 
evenings in the bar-room or over their tod- 
dies in their rooms atthe hovels, “fixing up 
the temperance hill,” ‘“*We’ve got ’em 
now,’ gleefully s:il one irreverent levisla- 
lor, at the close of one evening’s work; 
‘“‘we’ve busted the whcl-> d—d commun.on 
service!?’? The extremists siw their error at 
the very close of the session, and tried to pass 
asupplementary bill, allowing, among other 
things, the use of wine at the eommunion, 
but the others resisted all attempt at moidify- 
ing its severity. : 

A provision of the biil has now been discov- 
ered that caps the climax. That is, that, one 
of thejfortifying sections provides for whoever 
uses intoxicating liquors a penalty as vreit 
as foritssale. The strict enforcement of 
this might supply the deficiency in revenue 
to the municipal treasuries caused by the loss 
of the income from licenses, a loss whieb is 
already loudly lamented. The brewers and 
distillers will test in the United States courts 
the corstitutionality of a measure which de- 
stroys their property,the citizens of every 
State being guaranteed the enjoyment of life, 
liberty and property. Should their business 
in this way be destroyed, why, it is asked, 
would nota more ascetic Legislature, con- 
ceiving that coffee, tea and tobacco were poi- 
sonous, also have the same right to prohibit 
traffic in the same and destroy all ousiness

Built of Gold.

But few people are aware of the fact that 
the facings of the High School are constructed

It ereated 
quite a sensation at the time but nothing par- 
ticular was said of iton the outside and the 
work was continued. The streets are paved 
with silver or slag containing the mineral,and 
itis probable thata hand full of dirt from 
most any place would assay from one toten 
ounces. This report was regarded somewhat 
fabulous, but when the fact goes out that the 
schoo) bouse is built of gold it will indeed 
provoke a skeptical smile. 


Sweden’s Exodus.

Sweden is reported to be greatly exervised 
in mind over the steady depletion of her pro- 
vinces by emigration, and no wonder. It is 
her misfortune that by far the greater part 
of her terzitoryis too rugged and cold to 
vield a fair return to the sturdy people who 
till it, and that being out of the reach of con- 
tinemtal roads that lexd to anywhere in par- 
ticular she capnot attain to manufacturing 
prominence. For more than two centuries 
her venturesome spirits have been straying to 
America, and iae reports that they have sent 
back have resulted in little Swedish colonies 
being planted all over the northern half of 
the United States, were even the rudest 
peasant toil produces far more comfort for 
the home than can be extracted from the for- 
ests and rocks of the mother country. In- 
stead of attempting to restrict emigration, as 
they are said to be contemplating, Sweden’s 
governing class should follow the example of 
the peasantry and emigrate, for-they nnder- 
stand statecraft and are gentlemen besides, 
and America is greatly in need of such a class 
in politics, 


The Steamship Bristol. 
From the New York News, May 22. 

The steamer Bristol City salled from this 
port on the 28th day of last December, with 
her full complement of officers and men 
numbering twenty-seven, every one of whom 
belonged to Bristol, England. She carried 
buta light cargo, and was overtaken 
by the storms that swept the 
ocean about that time. From the 
day she sailed to the present time nothing has 
been heard of her, and all hopes of her safety 
have been abandoned. The insurances bave 
been adjusted, and the families of the crew 
have been subsidized by the owners. It was 
thought at one time that she had been sighted 
off the coast of Ireland endeavoring to beat 
off a lee shore, but this idea has now also been 
abandoned as nothing has ever yet gone 
ashore to tell of her fate.

HUMAN PINCUSHIONS. 


How Needles and Pins Work In and Out 
of the Body. 
From the London Lancet. 

Hildanus related an instance of a woman 
who swallowed several pins and passed them 
six years afterwards; but a more remarka- 
bie instance of prolonged detention was re- 
corded by Stephenson, 6f Detroit—that of a 
ladv, aged 75, who last year passed, after 
some months’symptoms of visical irritation, 
a pinshe bad swallowed while picking her 
teeth with it in the vear ]&8385—42 previously. 
Mr. Silvy recorded some vears ago the case 
of a woman Who bad a penchant for pins and 
needles so strong that she made then, in ef- 
fect, part of her daily diet, and after her 
death 1,400 or 1,500 wefe removed from ya- 
rious parts of her body. Another case al- 
most as striking bas heen recorded by Dr. 
Gillette, that of a girl in ‘whom, from time to 
time, needles were found beneath the skin, 
which they perforated, and were removed by 
the fingers or forceps. Concerning the way in 
which they had got into her system no infor- 
mation could be extracted from her. She 
was carefully watched, and ip the course of 
eighteen months no less than 520 needles were 
extracted, all being ofthe same size. The 
largest number which eseaped in a single day 
Was sixty-one. A curious phenomenon pre- 
ceded the eseape ofeach needie, for some 
hours the pain was severe, and there was 
considerable fever. She then felt a sharp 
pain, like lightning in the tissues, and on 
looking at the place at which this pain bad 
been felt the head of the needle was generally 
found projecting. The needles invariably 
came out bheadforemost. No bleeding was oc- 
casioned, and not the Jeast trace of inflamma- 
tion followed. The doctorin attendance ex- 
tracted 318. That little weight 1s to be at- 
tached tothe plaee at which the needles escape 
as proofof their mode of introduction is evi- 
dent from acase recorded by Villars of a girl 
who swallowed a large number of pins and 
needles, and two years afterward, during:a 
period of nine months, 200 passed out of the 
band, arm, axilla, side of thorax, abdomen 
and thigh, all on the left-side. The pins, cu- 
rivusiv, escaped more readily and with less 
pain than the needles. Many yeurs ago a case 
was recorded by Dr. Otte of Copenhagen, in 
which 495 needies passed through the skin 
of a hysterical girl, who had probably swal- 
lowed them during a hysterical puroxysm; 
but these allemerged in regions below the 
level of the diaphragm and were collected in 
groups, which gave rise to inflammatory 
swellings of some size. QOne of these con- 
tained 100 needles. Quiterecently Dr. Big- 

er described before the Society of Surgery of 

ubiin a case in Which more than 300 needles 
were removed from the body of a woman who 
died in consequence of their presence. It is 
very remarkable in how few cases the need!es 
were the cause of death, dnd how slight an 
interference with function their presence and 
movement cause. } 


The Telegraph and the Bible. 
From the New York World, May 24 


A remarkable feat of telegraphy was per- 
formed on Friday night for the benetit of the 
Chicago press. The first instalment of the 
revised New Testament, filling thirty-three 
columns of a morning newspaper, and com- 
prising twenty-eight chapters of St. Mat- 
thew, sixteen of St. Mark, seven of St. Luke 
and five of St. John, was telegraphed in 83,- 
715 words from _ this city to Chicago 
by the Western Union on twenty-one 
wires. Seven hours sufileed for the 
transmission. On‘ Saturday§ afternoon the 
Acts of the Apostles weré put on seventeen 
wires for the transmission of the 23,000 odd 
words contained therein, and the Epistle to 
the Romans followed. It was expected that 
by the time these were received the New 
Testaments would have reached Chicago b 
mail, when the remaining §0,v00 words woul 
be put inttype and the whole appear in Sun- 
day’s papers.

The Greck Miavut Harvard—WMary Au- 
dersen’s Sweet heart— Music Notes. 
Special Cer. of the Vort-Disnateh. 

BOSTON, May 23, 1581.—The performance 
ofthe Greek play, ““Edipus Tyrannus,” by 
Harvard men, of which I wrote you last 
week, Went off with wonderful eclut, the ap- 
plause and unstinted praise of the entire cir- 
cle of literary and classical authorities in and 
about Boston having been lavished upon the 
wWhoije affair, and particulariy upon the sue- 
cess of Mr. George Riddle, the young Profes- 
sor of Elocution at Harvard, who although 
he has had considerable experience on the 
boards as an actor is now but twenty- 
cigbt vears old. The 500 lines of Greek which 
he was called upon to learnand speak was no 
light task, Lut bis success and that of the 
entire performance which he man- 
aged throughout reflects the very 
highest credit on this young’ gen- 
tleman, who, be it said by the way, 
is currently reported to be the affiance of 
Miss Mary Anderson, . 

The audiences which filled the elegant lit- 
tle sanders Theater on the occasion of the 
three performances of Sophocles’ famous old 
tragedy were the most “‘toney” of.any that 
have been seen at a theatrical performance in 
this region fora longtime. Itis not the cus- 
tom but decidedly the exception in Boston 


for ladies to go to the theater or even the 
opera, in full dress. Bonnets are worn ex- 
cept in a few instances, though they are 
sometimes only exquisite little head-dress 
solt of affairs. Butatthe Sanders Theater 
the auditorium was fairly brilliant with the 
flash of diamonds, the radiance of fair com- 
plexions, shining  bair and bright 
eves, With the rainbow tints of 
sbeeny silks and satins and rich 
costumes Of all materials.

PROHIBITION. 


How the Thing Works in the State of 
Kansas. 
Topeka Letter to the Boston Herald. 


In many places there is no pretense at ob- 
serving the law. Among these is Dodge 
City, a creat center of the cattle trade. About 
all the councilmen and the policemen run 
saloons; their enforcement of the law may be 
imagined. Indeed, it would not be sale for 
them, even were tbey so inclined. Doive 
City is the roughest town in the state, and 
should a cow boy enter a saloon and be of- 
fered lemonade when he asks for whisky, his 
reply wou.d be apt to bea pistol-shot. The. 
law is also not regarded in the most of the 
Missouri river towns, and in Leavenworth 
thereis atalik of a compromise between the 
Probibitionists and the Liberals, so as to al- 
low the sale of beer and light wines. Towa 
bas a prohibitory constitutional amendment, 
like Kansas, but the law interpreting it al- 
lows the sale of beer and native wines. 
Among the eurlosities of liquor legislation is 
the Oregon law, which, for licenses men 
to drink. 

The amendment to the constitution was 
only adopted by a majority of 7,000. It was 
voted upon at the November election, and 
there were about 35,000 who voted for candi- 
dates, but did not vote upon the amend- 
ment. The ballots were prepared iu a man- 
ner legal in Kansas, but of questionable 
propriety, so that manv vote s, especially 
those who could not read, Were not clear as 
to how they were vo‘ing. It was claimed by 
able lawyers that, under the cireumstances, 
the amendment was not lexally adopted, but 
the Supreme Court decided otherwise. 

The Legislature of this last winter, there- 
fore, pussed the prohibitory law to carry the 
amendment into effect. Many were averse to 
the law; but, being politicians, were dra- 
gooned into compliance. When the opposi- 
tion found the Probibitionists were bound to 
go to extremes, Many ostensibly beciume con- 
verted and bent their energies to fasten the 
strictest provisions upon the bill in order to 
make it thoroughly ridicuious. The Radicals 
were not right enough to see the ;ane until 
too late. The chief diversion amoug the leg- 
islators during the winter was to spend their 
evenings in the bar-room or over their tod- 
dies in their rooms atthe hovels, “fixing up 
the temperance hill,” ““We’ve got ’em 
now,’ gleefully s:il one irreverent levtsla- 
ior, at the close of one evening’s work: 
“‘we’ve busted the whcl+> d—d commun.on 
service!?’ The extremists siw their error at 
the very close of the session, and tried to pasa 
asupplementary bill, allowing, among other 
things, the use of wine at the eommunion, 
but the others resisted all attempt at moiify- 
ing its severity. 

A provision of the bi!l has now been discov- 
ered that caps the climax. That is, that, one 
of the|fortifying sections provides for whoever 
uses intoxicating liquors a penalty as vreit 
as foritssale. The strict enforcement of 
this might supply the deficiency in revenue 
to the municipal treasuries caused by the loss 
of the income from licenses, a loss which is 
already loudly lamented. The brewers anu 
distillers will test in the United States courts 
the corstitutionalitvy of a measure which de- 
stroys their property,the citizens of every 
State being guaranteed the enjoyment of life. 
liberty and property. Should their business 
in this way be destroyed, why, it is asked, 
would nota more ascetic Legislature, con- 
ceiving that coffee, tea and tobaeco were poi- 
sonous, also have the same right to prohibit 
traffic in the same and destroy all wvusiness

Built of Gold.

KALLOCH. 


His Visit East to Secure the Recogni- 

tion of Baptist Brethren. 
From the Indianapolis Journal, 2oth. 
~The presence of Mayor Kalloch, of San 
Francisco, in the city, bas been mentioned in 
the Journal, together with the intimation 
that his visit here was conciliatory in its 
character, and that he desired to secure some 
kind of recognition at the hands of the Bap- 
tists who have been in convention here. He 
denied this, and insisted persistently that he 
was on his way East entirely for rest and 
recreation. Yesterday, inan interview, he 
said: “I do not propose to lecture during my 
visit tothe East, andI did not leave San 
Francisco because I needed to avoid respon- 
sibility for anything I have dome there. My 
relations withthe Baptist clergymen have 
been uniformly harmonious, although the im- 
pression has gone abroad that I intended to 
raise a flarry at their meetings. I had no such 
intention. My interviews with the ofticers of 
the societies have been exceedingly agree- 
able.’ To ascertain the feelings of the lead- 
ing Baptists here regarding Mr. Kalloch, a 
Journal reporter vesterday interviewed Rey. 
Henry L. Morehouse, D. D., Secretary of the 
Home Missions. In reply to questions he 
said: “Our policy has been to ignore Mr. 
Kalloch completely. He has no sympathizers 
among the Baptists assembled here, and but 
a very few in all the United States. 
Soon after he arrived in the city he 
came to me—he sought the interview, with- 
out any encouragement On my part—and at 
length explained the object and intent of bis 
coming here. He said he did not desire to 
become a disturbing element in the meetings 
—that he had bad notoriety enough and was 
notin search of any more. He said a good 
deal more of the same kind of stuff, and I let 
him finish. Then I] told him that from what 
I knew of thefeelings of the delegates to- 
wards him I thought it would be extremely 
unwise for him to attempt to speak in any of 
the meetings. I told him that there was no 
idea onthe partof anyone to attack him, 
and __ that m advice to him, 
if he  wante advice, was that 
the policy of silence was the wisest that he 
could pursue.’? When asked whether it was 
true that he had consented to modify any 
statements that he had intended to make in 
regard to California Baptist Churches in or- 
der to conciliate Kalloch, Mr. Morehouse said 
there was no truth in any statement of that 
kind; he had modified ‘nothing to please 
Kalloch and had never thought of doing so. 
On the other hand, his policy and that of the 
delegates generally had been to completely 
ignore Kalloch, and treat his presence with 
entire indifference. 

To show how Mayor Kalloch is regarded by 
his Baptist brethren at home, the following 
dispatan, received by one of the prominent 
officials of the societies here, may be of inter- 
est. It read as follows: 

“The Chinese problem is not our trouble 
with Kalloch. He is utterly repudiated by 
California Christianity. He lost supremacy 
in the sessions at Dixon, and in desperation 
went East for ecclesiastical recognition. Let 
all our people deny him this all over the con- 
tinent. Shake him off with unmistakable 
emphasis. His last prelude sent you ought to 
down him in the estimation of Christians.” 


“Oh, 
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A Plea for Cremation. 
From the New York Herald. 

Before the New York Cremation Society 
Jast evening Mrs. Isabella Grant Meredith 
read a nag on **How to Bury Our Dead,” 
The lady opened by referring to the oppo- 
nents of cremation as those Who were oppos- 
ed to any departure from established meth- 
ods—the undertakers and the good Christians 
and the worthy folks whose religious views 
were developed at the expense of their 
reason. She declared that the class which is 
represented by the undertakers, who have 
‘*made the pomp of death more terrible than 
death itself,” need fear|no falling off in their 
profits, since caskets may be exchanged 
for urns to gratify man’s love for 
show, and palls and plumes will still supply 
sufficient items for their sustenance. Of the 
objection that cremation would be calculated 
to obliterate evidence of crime by poisoning 
the lady remarked that only one body in each 
21,500 cases of death is exhumed, and argued 
that if incineration was practiced physicians 
would make a more careful diagnosis before 
giving certiticates. She also referred to the 
horrors of burial before death, and discussed 
the question from a sanitary point of view as 
well, She called attention to the facts that 
within the memory of man the northern end 
of City Hall Park was a graveyard, that more 
recently Washington Square was a potter’s 
field, that New Bowery is now a receptacle 
for rubbish, and that the little graveyard 
there will gradually disappear ag buildin 
encroach upon it. Woodlawn Cemetery is 
now within the city’s limits, as Greenwood 
and Evergreen cemeteries are within those of 
Brooklyn. The paper was placed in the ar- 
chives of the society for future publication.

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AID FOR AGRICULTURISTS. 


A Budget of Important Sugges- 
tions for Farmers. 


The Value of Grass as a Beef-Maker— 
Advice to Fruit Raisers—Insect 
Destroyers—Dutch Cattle—Pois- 
onous Fertilizers—Notes and 
Household Recipes. 


————D 


A large number of farmers and stock- 
raisers appear to attach very little value to 
erowing grass as a material forthe produc- 
tion of beef and mutton. They acknowledge, 
however, that it produces a large amount of 
milk, and milk thatis very richin cream. 
They accordingly keep their milch cows on 
the best pasture they have, yet they are quite 
likely to turn the cattle and sheep they intend 
to fatten for the winter market into pastures 
that afford but a small amount of feed. They 
argue that grass will produce a large amount 
of milk because that substance is chiefly com- 
posed of water. But they hold that it will 
produce little flesh and fat. In the produc- 
tion of these substances they think that they 
must have more substantial kinds of feed, 
such as corn, small grain and hay. They ac- 
cordingly defer paying much attention to 
feeding animals intended forthe butchers till 
the approach of cold weather. A greater mis- 
take could not be made. May and June are bet- 
ter months for the production of flesh and fat 
than October and November. A kind of food 
that will produce a large amount of 


milk, richin the materials *that constitute 
butter and cheese, will also produce a large 
amount of flesh and fat. As grass is the 
bestfood for the production of milk, the 
quantity and quality both being taken into 
consideration, so itis also the best food for 
the production of flesh and fat. *‘June but- 
ter’’ is held in high esteem, and the like is 
truein respect to June beef. Itis tender, 
juicy and possessed of an extremely delicate 
flavor. There is no more favorable time for 
the production of beef and mutton than the 
present. Grass is abundant, tender and 
sweet, and cattle and sheep which are allow- 
ed aj] they can consume will gain very rapid- 
lv. Grass is the cheapest as well asthe best 
material to employ for the production of beef 
and mutton. It grows without cultivation 
and does not even require harvesting. 
KEEP THE OLD VARIETIES. 

Nurserymen are always greatly interested 
in favoring the introduction of new trees, 
vines, shrubs, and plants. They sound their 
praises at horticultural meetings. They 
write up their merits in the newspapers, and 
display their pictures in their catalogues and 
circulars. They speak and write little, how- 
ever, of the merits of any of the old and well- 
tried varieties ofthe articles they deal in. 
The reasonis obvious. There isno money 
in handling or keeping stocks ofthem. They 
are sO common that a supply can be obtained 
of growers in almost any neighborhood and 
at a merely nominal price. Nurserymen make 
money by the sale of new varieties of plants, 
as dry-goods merchants do by the sale of new 
kinds of cloth and various kinds of finery. 
Old varieties, like old stvles, are in the way of 
selling new ones. Dealers are accordingly 
interested in making it appear thatthe new 
varieties of trees, vines, shrubs, buShes and 
flowers are vastly supertor to those that have 
long been in cultivation. It is true that in 
the main there is underthe influence of ju- 
dicious selection and cultivation a marked im- 
provement going on in almost all kinds of 
plants, as there is in human beings and in the 
domesticated animals. But it is alsotrue of 
plants asit is of men, that some are produced 
far ‘‘in advance of their age.”? It is best to 
hold fast tog these varieties, and not to vive 
them up because something appears that is 
highly promising. About twenty-five years 
have passed since the originand introduction 
ofthe Wilson New Albany strawberry; and al- 
though hundreds of new varieties have been 
introduced since that time it is still the best 
kind to plant with a view to protit. The like 
is substantially true of the Concord grape and 
the Early Richmond cherry. The Bartlett 
pear is good enough to let alone, and so is the 
Red Astrakan apple. There is wisdom and 
economy in planting largely ofold and well- 
tried varieties. It will be time to do the like 
with new varieties when their merits have 
been generally acknowledged. 

MEAT, MANURE AND BLOOD POISON. 

A New York paper says ‘*John Archer, 
a vigorous farmer of forty-five, living at Ran- 
dolph, has died, in the opinion of bis physi- 
cians, from poison received into his system 
while spreading a vrepared phosphate ona 
fieid. He perspired freely, andthe poison 
was takem intbrough the pores of the skin 
and into the lungs. Itis claimed that when 
animals die of certain maligant diseases the 

oison penetrates even their bones and may 

e retained inthe phosphate prepared from 
them.’? Quite recently the attention of the 
French Academy of Sciences was called to 
the poisonous effects of the odors rising from 
the ground io which sheep hadbeen buried 
that had died ofthe disease known as scab or 
anthrax. Tbe ground was ona barren waste 
about ten miles from Paris, and was selected 
by the authorities far the disposal of the 
bodies of sheep that died of this disease, 
which was prevalent five and ten vears ago. 
It was surrounded by a high and tight fence, so 
that animals could notenter it. A distin- 
guished chemist placedffive young and healthy 
sheep in the inclosure, keeping them durimg 
most of oneday inthe comer where the 
sheep that had died with the scab ten 
years ago had been buried. At night 
they were taken outand placedin feeding- 
pens where they were allowed an abundance 
of fresh food and water. Ina few days they 
showed symptoms ofthe disease, and not- 
withstanding the best attention was paid to 
them they al] became affected and died. The 
same number of sheep was then placed in this 
inclosure and kept over the spot where the 
diseased sheep were buried five years ago. 
They, too, all suffered and died from the same 
terrible disease. More recently an intelligent 
gentleman residing in thisjcity has called at- 
tention tothe circumstance that the worst 
forms of malaria are now very common in the 
oldest settled portions of Massachusetts, New 
York and New Jersey, Which only a few years 
ago were regarded as the most healthy locali- 
ties in the country, and on that account were 
much frequented by invalids, In his opinion 
these places have become unhealthy on 
account of the use of blood and meat fertiliz- 
ers. Most ofthe land has fallen into the 
hands of men of large means, who have 
spared no expense to render the soil as pro- 
ductive as possible. They have applied ani- 
mal fertilizers to land liberally, and in the 
opinion of this gentleman have poisoned the 
air that passes overit. The matter is one 
that demands careful observation and in- 
vestigation. 

BIDDING FOR SETTLERS, 

Owing tothe great influx of foreigners this 
season strong efforts are being put forth to 
induce them to settle in different parts of the 
country. Quite a number of States have en- 
gaged in a spirited contest to capture the larg- 
est number of settlers, and aie indulgingin a 
large amount of bragin order to effect this 
purpose. Ifa State has peculiar advantages 
over most others they are magnified to the 
fullest extent possible. If it possesses great 
disadvantages no mention whatever is made 
of them. Every State and Territory is re- 
presented as a Garden of Eden, and so pro- 
tected on all sides that talking serpents can 
notenter. Ifthe soil ofa particular region 
is good and its climate bad, the fertility of 
the one is extolled, but no mention is made 
of the other. The truth is gamerally told, but 
not the whole truth, about any State or Terri- 
tory. The State of Fiorida has recently pub- 
lished an illustrated pamphlet to catch the 
eye of persons seeking new homes, It de- 
scribes a climate that admits the production 
of oranges, lemons, bananas and other tropi- 
cal and semi-tropical fruits, but it fails to 
state that the sofl of the State is nearly pure 
sand, and that commercial fertilizers are ze- 
guhed in order to produce any kind of crop— 
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except alligators ahd venomous serpents. It 
states that cattle, sheep, pigs and horses can 
remain in pasture during the entire year, but 
tt makes no mention of the fact that they can 
find nothing to subsist on. Inthe invitation 
extended to settlers by Oregon and Washing- 
ton there is no intimation of the circumstance 
that Indian corn,- the most valuable crop in 
the country, except grass, will not ripen, or 
of the circumstance that it costs nearly as 
much to send wheat to market asit does to 
raise it. The circulars issued by the South- 
ern seaboard States do not speak of worn-out 
soil, and the Texas publication does not 
mention drouths and blizzards. In short all 
these publications abound in information 
concerning advantages, but are very deficient 
in regard to the matters a new settler should 
be acquainted with. Onthe whole they are 
as unreliable as the talk of auctioneers, the 
statements of lightnmg-rod agents, the rep- 
resentutions of tree-peddlers, or the adver- 
tisements of patent medicines. 


DUTCH-FRIESIAN CATTLE, 


Farmers engaged in furnishing milk to 
cheese factories are at present greatly in- 
terested in this breed of cattle that originated 
in Holland, and during last season a herd- 
book was published containing the names and 
pedigrees of all the animals admitted to reg- 
istry under the rules and regulations of the 
American Association of Importers and Breed- 
ers. A history of the herd and a description 
of its leading characteristics make very valhu- 
able additionsto the volume. The regulations 
for entry not only require that the animals 
be of pure blood, but that the cows have won a 
certain degree of distinction as milk-produc- 
ers. In othegy words, animals, to be record- 
ed in this book, must possess something more 
than pedigree. They must show individual 
merit. They must exhibit a milk record which 
would discourage the most ambitious cow of 
any other breed. The milk standard is as fol- 
lows: At least 10,000 pounds if oyer 4’2 years of 
age at date of calving; at least over 8,000 
pounds if over 3/2 and under 4%2 years of age; 
at least 7,000 poundsif over 2% years and 

under 332 years of age; and at least 6,000 
pounds if under 2’2 years of age at such date 
of calving, the season of record inno case to 
exceed one year in time, andjto be ascertain- 
ed by actual daily weighing of each milking. 
The enforcement of these rules compeis 
selection among herds in order to meet the 
requirements, and such selections tend to keep 
up the standard of the breed. The aim is to 
create a class of cattle Which shalb be superior 
both for milk and beef. The herd-book 
says: ‘*This combination is one of the 
peculiar characteristics of this breed, and an 
exceedingly valuable one. As soon as milk- 
ing ceases they rapidly put on flesh. This is 
one reason why the large milk-producers for 
the cities of Europe prefer cows of this breed 
to those of any aiken. The aim of the Dutch 
Friesian Association isto still further im- 
prove these qualities of this breed by ju- 
dicious selection and management.’? It will be 
observed that this association places no im- 
portance on fancy points. Good looks, 
peculiar color, and the curve of horns do not 
count. A Dutch cow is to be regarded as 
valuable according to the amount of milk she 
gives. The more milk-pails a cow can fill the 
higher the rank she will take. Cows of this 
breed are In high favor with persons who 
furnish milk for cheese factories or town 
markets. Asthe number in the country is 
somewhat limited no attempts has been made 
to introduce them outskle of districts gener- 
ally devoted to dairying. In Central New York 
and in the vicinity of Elgin, Ill., they are be- 
coming quite numerous and arefast gaining 
in favor. The animals are of very large size, 
and on that account will not be favorites with 
persons who liveineities and villages and 
who desire to keep a cow that will furnish a 
single family with milk. That they are very 
valuable as beef-producers is certain, and 
the circumstances thatthey can be readily 
fattened when they aretoo old to breed or 
«ive \a large amount of milk is in their favor. 
DESTROYING INSECTS. 

Paris green is perhaps the best and surest 
remedy for the cucumber bug. Apply it just 
the same asto potatoes for the potato bug. 
The currant worm begins to show himself 
about May 20. If watched and killed with 
a dusting or two of hellebore before he has 
time to get large, and raise asecond gencra- 
tion, he is not a formidable foe. I have used 
for this purpose a pairof common bellows 
With a wooden plug in the valve hole, and 
a rather large nozzle, furnished with a tun- 
nel-shaped tin end forthe purpose of spread- 
ing the blast of dusty air. The hellebore is 
poured in through the valve hole, a handful 
or mowe at once, and this holedis then plug- 
ged tightlv: in working the bellows the air is 
alternately drawninand forced out, mixed 
with the dust, through the rather large 
nozzle, about one-half-inch aperture, flaring 
to four inches attheend. One or two puffs 
from this machine will thoroughly dusta 
large currant bush, and the operator can pass 
over a large field quite quickly. The goose- 
berry bushes mustalso have thesame at- 
tention, for thev are even more subject to the 
currant worm than the currant itself, 


Wild Flowers Near Durango. 
From the Record. 

The whole country is abloom with wild 
flowers. Perfect oceans of oolor flood hills 
and mesas and valley. The ground itself is 
covered, and the trees and vines and shrubs 
are seemingly alive with white and yellow 
and parti-colored butterflies of brilliant hues, 
Stationary flower butterflies, There are 
legions of flowers on every hand, including 
many of the well known Eastern favorites, 
and hosts of the pretty children of these 
Western wilds, as delicate and beautiful as 
their more civilized sister, but to us, as yet, 
nameless. There are hare bells and butter- 
cups and daises, and the white blossoms of 
the sarvice berry, and pretty tassels, made | 
up of little bell-shaped flowers, almost like 
the lily of the valley, but growing on shrubs, 
and pretty yellow blossoms, like the flower- 
ing currant, hawthorne blossoms shaded from 
white to pink, and wild sweet peas and col- 
umbine. In fact, there is no end of exquisite 
flowers of all shapes and hues.
